Mr.  Chairman,  Ladios  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ny  report  on  the  Public 
Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  19^4 . 

As  in  previous  years,  the  report  of  the  Suiveyor  ana 
Public  Health  Inspector  is  included. 

The  Registrar  General’s  rdd-year  estimate  of  the 
population  was  2,450,  which  is  the  same  as  for  1963  and  1962. 

The  rise  in  illegitinate  births  continues,  and  for  1964 
was  13.8%  of  total  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  zero. 

No  deaths  were  caused  in  the  District  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  showing  th^at  this  once  dreaded  disease  has  been  masters  ... 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  District  or 
in  the  County.  In  Sngland  and  Wales,  there  were  on3^y  cases  of 

naralvtic  and  ’togof  non-para tic  poliomyelitis.  During  the  past 
three  years,  tte  general  incidence  of  polioi^elitis  in  the  country  has 
fallen  to  the  lowest  level  ever  recorded,  r.ia inly  aue  to  the  oral 
tYoe  of  Sabin  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  It  is  to  be  hoped  ttet  bnis 
Sy state  of  affairs  continues  but  if,  through  the  carelessness  and 

indolence  of  the  population,  the  level  of  . 

rises,  then  the  disease  will  appear  again,  leaving  behind  its  dea 

and  paralysed. 

In  my  last  reoort,  I  stated  the  case  for  Fluoridation 
of  Water  Supplies.  In  Section  IV  a  suiumrs^  of  the  case  is  given.  The 
Minister  has  now  stated  that  in  his  view  fluorication  is  ^ow  an 
established  and  well  proven  public  health  measure,  which  ^on 
benefits  to  dental  (and,  in  consequence  general) _ health  greatly 
exceeding  the  cost  of  introducing  it.  He  xs  convinced  that  it  is 
completely  safe.  He  hopes,  therefore,  tlmt  all  local  n. a  ^  ^ 

authorities  will  now  take  steps  to  make  arrangements  for  its  introd 

tion,

20  nale  and  15  female.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  only  two 
deaths  occurred  below  the  age  of  54  years. 

Heart  disease,  with  12  deaths,  was  the  largest  group  and 
caused  34.3%  of  all  deaths.  Coronary  artei”/  disease,  wi^h  o  deauns, 
caused  17.1/0  of  all  deaths. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  vsyscem  caused  5  deaths,  or 
14.3%  of  all  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
s-rsten  including  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  are  corabined 
a"  figure  of  10  deaths  is  arrived  at,  thus  51-4%  of  all  deaths  was  from 

these  causes. 

Cancer  caused  9  deaths  or  25.7%  of  all  deaths.  Three  of 
thes-  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  lung  and  bronchus |  xn  ouher  words 
33.3%  of  all  cancer  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  ana  bronchus.

If  reference  is  irade  to  the  table  shov/ing  the  causes  of 
death,  it  will  be  soon  that  none  were  due  to  tuberculosis,  shov/ing  that 
this  once  dreaded  disease  has  been  mastered.  One  has  only  got  to 
reflect  that  as  short  a  time  as  twenty  years  ago,  a  diagnosis  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  an  alniost  certain  sentence  of  death  on  the 
unfortunate  sufferer.

The  contract  referred  to  in  the  report  for  I963  was  duly 
completed  and  until  August, I964,  no  difficulties  were  experienced  with 
supplies  to  the  Hest  end  of  the  town.  Due  to  increased  demand  and 
falling  water  levels  at  the  Houghton  Bore,  Walsinghar;  n.D. G.  were 
unable  to  continue  bulk  supply  from  that  source.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  take  a  supoly  from  the  Bgmere  Bore,  as  an  alternative. 


The  Black's  Lane  well  theoretical  capacity  of  6,000  gallons  per 
hour  would  produce  1,008,000  gallons  per  week,  and  during  iihe  week 
ending  9th  August, I964,  1,155,000  gallons  of  water  were  consuriea. 

At  that  time  the  use  of  hoses  to  water  gardens  and  wash  private  cars 


was  prohibited.  The  level  of  the  water  in  Black's

SEVJAGE  AJiD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  sewage  works  was  operated^in  a  generally 
satisfactory  manner,  but  the  quality  of  the  effluent  is  deteriorating 
as  a  result  of  continued  overloading.  Appreciable  overloading  during 
the  summer  months  is  caused,  by  the  discharge  of  the  cesspool  emptying- 
vehicle,  into  the  sewage  reception  well.  During  storm  periods  there 
is  considerable  sur-charging  of  foul  sewers,  and  overloading  of  xna^ 
sewage  works,  as  a  result  of  infiltration  of  surfac--.  mter  from  various 
premises  whore  drainage  is  in  co-mbination.  The  Council  has  appoi-nteo. 
a  Gonsulting  Engineer  to  investigate  the  renewal  needs  and  the 
extension  of  the  sewage  works  to  deal  with  t'v-,  increased,  flow  of  sewage, 
including  the  possibility  of  puatping  sewage  from  the  ^  Caravan  -ar  . 
Subsidence  of  the  vrorks  is  not  yet  co-mpleted,  and  this  problem  will  also 
be  investigated  b'^  the  Gonsulting  mgxneer.

Inspectors  of  that  District  carries  out  meat  inspection  during^my 
absence.  In  order  to  achieve  a  lOOp  inspection  vdthin  the  limits  of 
times  recommended,  it  is  necessary'  that  a  considerable  amount  oi  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out  outside  normal  womcing  hours. 

The  slaughter  house  is  well  maintained  and  improvements  are 
being  carried  out  in  order  to  attain  the  highest  possible  standards. 
During  I964  aoproximately  2,000  cu.ft.  of  refrigerated  space  was 
added  to  the  slaughter  hoUvSe.

Ko  harmful  effects  from  the  addition  of  one  part  per 
million  of  fluoride  to  drinking  water  has  been  demonstrated  in  any 
of  the  extensive  medical  evidence  collected  and  viewed  by  the 
Research  Corarittee. 


The  World  Health  Organisation's  Expert  Committee  on 
Water  Fluoridation  has  also  reported  -  "The  most  convincing  evidence  of 
the  safety  of  water  fluoridation  comes  from  the  numerous  populations 
(3  millions  in  the  U.S.A.  and  0.5  iiiillions  in  the  U.K.)  who  have  drunk 
naturally  fluoridated  water  containing  1  part  per  million  or  more 
during  their  lifetime.  In  these  groups  water  drinking  has  been, 
of  course,  uncontrolled  and  there  have  been  well  and  ill  babies,  as
